Iftlroduclion 

It. IS not a matter of aatisfaotion from tho numismatio point 
of view , that comparatively little attention lias been paid to the 
Bilver punch marhod coiaa of India, tho Dhahana, or PurIna,^ 
also designated as Pana,* vrlueh are n%’ailablo m large numbers 
throughout tho coimtri. including Afghanistan 

A brief survey of tho contributions on tho subject by various 
fioholaxa v.ould not be out of place here Tho numismatists 
who pud attention to tho punch marked coins, were Mr Tliomaa 
Sir A Cunningham, Prof Wilson, Sfr Rodgers Mr W TJieobald, 
Mr W EUiot Uf Y Smith Dr Spooner, Dr Bhnndarkar, 
and Mr Walsh 

Sir A Cunningham was the first to establish them as the 
indigenous ancient coins o! this country In his Coins of Ancient 
India he has clearly 8ho%m that tho ancient Hindus had their 
own coming system, dislodgmg the previous incorrect behef of 
some numismatists and scholars, that the Inihans borrowed the 
art of coinmg from tho ancient Greeks, who a century after 
Alexander tho Great came to India, and established their 
rule over the N W parts of the country, m the 2nd century b c 
T hough Cunmngham has very carefully determined their standard 
weight m Raktikas (Rattis) and grams and identified the 
silver pmicb marked coins (the signati argenti of the Greek 
historian Qumtus Curtius) with the ancient Dharana or Purana, 
tho silver Katshapana, or Kal^pana. of the Sanskrit and Pah 
texts and classics (to wjuch should now be added tho silver 
‘ T2 -A'!«a’ ifi ^AitiTfliyu. ofs "udli; , onA, TRlcxceh “iaiix, ^ne synfodis 
were stamped by separate pimehes on tho corns, yet he not 
classifj them accordu^ to the grouping of figures pimohed on 
them But he could roughly fix the hunt of the penod of 
mmtmg and currency of these silver punch marked coins, 
between COO and 200 b c He also noticed that some worn out 
punch marked corns were found mixed along with the silver

It maa Iw ]>omt<Kl ont tliat no far no distinction was noted 
between the dilTcront tjrpea of ailrer punch marketl coins of 
djfTcrcnt porioda The coias which were found mixeil with the 
Indo Greek coins were of the period of about the 3nl centnrr 
DC It shouhl be notcsl that there hsi e l>een iLscoi ere<l diflcrent 
tvjies of silver punch markixl coins which are actiialK of a much 
earlier period as thc\ liaro o distinct archaic appearance and 
are of A entile thin broad and unshapelr /abne with bold 
simple symliob which iindoobtcillj IctI Sir Cunningham to 
think of their verv ancient ago So far on!v tlirec ihfTerent 
types of silver punch marked corns have been published and des 
cnbed by several scholars The writer of this article has had the 
fortune of acquinng and studying seven different tvpes of silver 
coins four of which have not been published as yet but m this 
thesis he has desenbed with illustrations the other four types 
which remamed unpubbshed A set of them is m the Lucknow 
Ifusenm and the remaining 3 are m his own cabinet on the 
grounds described elsewhere m this thesis the punch marked 
coins could be ascribed to three different periods and have been 
tentatively described as coins of the Earlv the ALddle and the 
Later periods none bemg later than the end of the 3rd or the 
beginnmg of the 2nd century B o the earbest mar be as old as 
8th century b c 

The scholar who specially paid attention to the svmbols 
found ou the Indian punch marked coins collected and illustrated 
them with an attempt to mterpret and describe them was

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Jlr. W. Tlieobald, undoubtedly tho pioneer in this work. But 
trith duo appreciation of lus dabornto work, and contribution 
to this particular branch of Indian numismatics, it Trould not 
bo too much to say that Iio faded in many places to make 
out the actual sjunbols correctly, as is oridcnt from his oim 
revised articles published in the Journal of the Asiatic Sochtfi of 
Beiiqal, 1901, Vol LXX, Part I and Vol. LIX of 1890, Part I. 
In this first artlclo ho included the S3Tnbols of the copper punch- 
marked coins of Eran, of later tlatos, in several cases he could 
not find the complete sj-mbol, but incoiroctlj' described different 
pirts of tho samo figure as different figures, and coimtcd them 
as sojmrato sjunbols, cion in liis revised second article lie could 
not ohuunato all the inaccuracies, but added a number of new 
symbols bj’ more description without illustrating them. Ho did 
not attempt an.v classification of tho coins according to their 
sjTuboI groups, fabric, and weight, wJuch is tho clue to dif- 
forentiato one tj’pc from another. His discovery* about tJio 
einulantj* of symbols found on tlio pimob-marked coins of 
Ancient India to some of the ancient svTnbols foimd on the 
early stones of Europe is re.xll}' remarkable and imiiortant from 
the historical point of \new. 

The nost scholar who attempted to fix tho period of curreucj' 
of the punch-marked corns was Dr Bhandarknr,' but his con- 
clusions were all based on tho stud^ of the copper punch marked 
corns of Besnagar of later period, and are not whollj applicable 
to the coins of serj earh penods 

Dr Spooner* also described and published with illustrations 
some of the silver punch-marked coins, wluch ho obtained^ 
from the ncimty of Tasila the ancient Taksba-Sila of tho Hmdus ;* 
undoubtedly ho was the first to notice the grouping arrange- 
ment of symbols on the coins, but was led to behove wTongly 
that the symbols were all Buddlustic, winch I showed to bo 
erroneous m my previous thesis on tiie silver punch marked corns 
of ancient Incha,® a paper read at the All-India Numismatic 
Societj'’8 meetmg held at Delhi m 1931 Professor R D Banerji, 
the discoverer of ^lobenjodaro also described & hoard which was 
presented to tbe Asiatic Society of Bengal by the Ameer of 
Afghanistan. His description * did not enlighten us on the sub-

so, as the corns were of smaller size and much obliterated, 
almost all the sjunbols were found superimposed, a mere jumble 
of figures most difficult to decipher 

Dr V Smith, who ver> ablj- prepared the catalogue of 
Indian coins in the Calcutta Museum, assigning them their 
proper eras and periotls also described the sj-mbols of the

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Silver punch marked coma m a separate chapter but from 
the brief descnption of the symbob it appears that he did 
not pay much attention to them and could not throw anj 
hght on the subject Air WaL>h President of the Council 
of the Bihar and Orissa Research Societv (1919) was the last 
scholar who contributed something substantial towards the sub 
Ject He elaboratelv described two different hoards of silver 
punch marked coins of two different tvpes found m the city 
of Patna and Bbagalpur BLstnet in the province of Bihar 
His observations were pubhshed m the Joiirnirf of ihc Bihar and 
Onssa BtSiarch Soex^y 1919 Vol V Part I {the Golakhpar 
md Gboroghat hoards) He noticed that generally there were 
5 symbols on the obverse side of the coins grouped methodi 
cally which he classified ecientifiealh he aLo found that the 
Golakhpur hoard corns were quite different from those previouslv 
published, and considered the coins to be of an earlv period but 
he could not fix their exact time 

In this thesis attempt has been made to eoVect illustrate 
and desenbe as far as practicable all the svmbols which were 
eeeu complete on well preserved silver coins wluch could be 
ascertained by a comparative study of over 4 000 silver punch 
marked coins from a dozen different boards kept m d^erent 
Indian ATuseums private collections of Air Srmatb Sab of 
Benares who obtained them trom Ahraura Bistnct Alirzapor 
md Captam it F 0 Afartm RE President of the Aumismatio 
Society of Indii 1929 who obtained them from Swat Hasanab 
dal Ko«am Alathura and other places to all of whom mj 
thanks are due and the authors own collection \ttempt has 
also been made to revise the list of Bvmbols found on the silver 
punch marked coins illustrated and desenbedbv Air VT Theobald 
in the B m Vol LIX 1890 and Vol I,XX of 1901 bv 
carefully copvmg the figures from well pre«ervetl coins for the 
sake of accurate and scientific classification of the coma according 
to the symbol gronps punched on them which would be actually 
helpful m differentiatmg tl e various tj^pea of different periods 
and localities thus prondmg a kev to ascertain the penod m 
which thev were nunted for curreuev The author did not 
leave the work of drawing of svmbols to otlier hands but imder 
took to do himself with great care as it needed definite accuracy 
The drawings of the symbols ore made black as they would 
appear if the raised parts of the pimched coins be coated with 
blacking the figures are almost all drawn to the size 
seen on the corns Out of 564 illustrated figures some of which 
are realK vanations of the same symbols oiil\ half a dozen 
figurea are doubtful On comparison of shapes weights and 
siTnbol groups of the coins as studied hi the author thes are 
found to be of SIX different tvjics there may be more but thev 
are not vet publi>hed nor seen ly the author up to tl o time of 
wnting of this thesis As state*] before onh 3 ihfferent tipcs 
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have boon piiblishocl but tlio author could secure couia of Imlf 
a dozen different 1 ^ 7)08 of two different stainlard weights both 
Kno^vn m the cnrl\ Sansknt literature winch seem to be of 
different |ioriods ranging from 800 u c or more doWTx to the 
second or first centiir\ n c The correct interpretation of the 
symbols is exiiected to o|)en a now \ista for researches m the 
Imton of ancient Hindu India In this thesis endear our is made 
to bring out some new obser\ations on tbe subject Tlie nutbor 
IS of cour&e open to correction and would welcome scholarly 
criticism ns he is well aware of the soft ground on which ho is 
treachng Tlie most important iliBCoverj made h;j the stud} 
of the Bjruhola of the pimch marked coins is then* resembHneo 
to the figures and the pictographs found on tho IfoiiErjo 
DAuo seals Some 42 symbols have been selected 34 of winch 
are exactly similar and tho remauung 8 liavo close resemblance 
to them aa illustrated on Pis AXVIII and XXIX thus showing 
a conneetmg link between tbo period of the Indus ^ ALT.Tn. 
civilization and the period dunng winch tho silver punoh 
marked coins iiere manufactiwcil for currenc} 

This booklet has been ibndod into 3 chapters tho first 
chapter deals with the description of tho three different t}i)cs of 
impublished silver pimch roarkeil coins with illustrations tho 
second contains a description of some 5G4 svmbok collected 
and illustrated fromabrge number of well preserved corns b} the 
author most of the ‘NfcrDRis (symbols) descnbedintheSANSKiur 
texts of tho earh and medieval periods with their technical 
names resemble them The tlurd chapter contains notes on the 
observations of the methodical groupmg 8}&tcm of tho symbols 
on the silver pimcli marked coins of different periods and 
locabties with illustrationsxif over two hundretl and twenty Eve 
coins and their different groupmg arrangements of symbols of 
which 180 corns are m the author s o'vn cabmeb The essay Ins

IVhile prosecutmg my studies of the silver punch marked 
corns 13 unusnallv big coins rather the biggest I had ever seen 
were noticed well I ept in a cabinet in tbe Museum at Lucknow, 
thanks to the Curator BaiBahadur Prayag Dayal who permit 
ted me to handle the coins for study and copying the symbols 
punched on them Dnfortunately there was no record of their 
provenance m the Aluseum most probably thej were obtained 
from Western DP' The coins have a very archaic

the side on which its chief figures are punched The bigger 
symbols arc punched m groups of four forming a methodical 
series — a conspicuous feature of all the punch marked coins of 
different tjqies mdicntmgV sistemnticalli etohed stage of the 
comage of the earh Hmdu period As stated before almost all 
the smibols on these corns are of a simple nature on both sides, 
and niav be called elementarv ermbols formed bj simple curves 
and Imes or a combination of 2 3 or 4 simple figures of the 
same Itnd arrange<\ arfisticalh The symbols found on the 
obverse side of the later thicket equate and circular silser 
punch marked corns which arc found m abundance throughout 
India are generally of a more complicated nature composed of 
two tliree or more different simple sYmbola aa will be evident 
on lookmg at the Pis IX to \XI for example the figures of 
the groups m the third coliinuis throughout are composed of 
three different simple or efementari^ avinbols found on the early 
corns illustrated on Pis I IT and III m the fourth columns 
But on the reverse side of these later coins the ssTubols are of 
simple form hke those on the said earli coins but thei are 
smaller in size of finer and better execution As stated before 
these 13 coins are verv thin and broad a fact which was alao 
noted bj Cunningham m his Coin« of 4»cie«f India where he 
has stat^ that corns of thin and broad fabrication are of earh 
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penod he also mentioned that silver was imported in large 
quantities m thm beaten plates from Tarshish and gold was 
taken m exchange from Ophir the Sabena of Ptolemy the 
SijmHtr SauVIka of ancient India The coins are all of alloyed 
silver which on anaKsis is found to contain silver 7o per 
cent copper 24 6 per cent with trace of iron and lead 4 per 
cent 

A notable fact about these early symbols is that a large 
number of them can be reconciled with the later ■Vudras or VIja 
symbols mentioned m the Sanskrit texts of earlv and medieval 
periods which the author has dealt with m the second chapter 
of this thesis with illu«tration.s

Some 20 crudely formed silver coins PI VT) were obtained 

from Lucknow about o rears ago Thev are irre^ariy formed 
rectangular and round m shape of dirtv grey colour (before 
cleaning) their find spot could not be traced as thev were 
purchas^ from a dealer On chemical analysis thev were found 
to contam 7o parts of silver and about 2o parts of copper 
with traces of other impurities The corns appear somewhat 
worn their avenge weight being 40 3 grams or 21 3 Rattis the 
heaviest is 4’ and the lightest 37 grams or 20 Rattis onlj 6 
of them are round but the rest are rectangular or square cnidelv 
shaped with one or two comers cut to regulate their weight 
of sizes rarymg from 87'x 56' to 81' x o' The corns are 
also of the same average weight ra\her a little less than the 
evtina of Lucknow Muscum descnbed before there is no reason to 
believe that these coins have lost more than IG grams m weight 
if they were of 32 Ratti standard weight os all the symbols are 
very clearly visible without an mdication of much use They 
seem to be Bharanas or Puranas of 24 Rattia weight These 
corns have also four bold and crude symbols on their ohyerse 
but on their reverse side they bear from 1 to 4 smaller simple

It js a curiouH fact, tliat m the Snrwknt texfs of the iwrioda 
of Sankara and earlier, Buch os NRisijrnATirAsI Upanishat 
and KiLlMLASA Tantra, nicntions arc made of Mantra Bija 
symbols (a sort of Mudiu Lipi) which if depicteil m black 
and white according to the doscnpiioas gnen in the texts, 
resemble in form the symbolx found on the cirl^ sdv er punch 
marked coma of ancient Hindu India A large number of such 
Mudras, as well os omamontal ond artistic combinations of the 
\ery Mudras (Mjstcfious Symbols) can be reconciled with the 
symbols seen on the reverse side of the said coins 

Another noticeable and startlmg feature about the com 
symbola is their resemblance to the Mohenjodaro pictographs, 
tlneo dozen of them, appear exactly similar to the figures, and 
the pictographs seen on the seals or matrices foimd m the excava 
tions of hlohenjodaro and Uarappa m tlie Indus ralley, whoso 
ago has been estimated between 3000 and 3300 B c (See 
Pis XXVni and XXIX ) 

An early unago of Siva (see PI XXX) witli three heads, 
sitting squat on a Chauki or four footed low stool, m YogS 
Sana with his arms stretched and palms resting on knees, 
head adored with a big Jatd and a pair of horns (probably of s 
buffalo), sittmg naked, with a girdle round his waist, and some 
sort of coveting on his breast and arms surrounded by four 
big ammals, an elephant, a rhmoceros, a buffalo all standing 
facmg towards the image, and a tiger sprmgmg towards it, 
as well as a pair of deer, one of winch is clearly seen below the 
Chauki is noteworthy The imi^e is found befitting some of 
the different titles or poetical names gi\en to Siva come down 
in Sanskrit texts of later dates The sitting posture of Yogasana 
xermnds us of his title of Yogiraja the three faces m the image 
brmgs the idea of TmiiBAS a special triad aspect of Siva 
The idea of Jatadhabir and 6rinqin is also there, from the 
peculiar hair tuft and horns the two forming the shape of a 
TiuiOLA a trident The huge animals shown around the image, 
convey the idea of PaSufati, the lord of animals, another title 
of 6 iia This findin g of a very early image of Siva, along with 
other figures such as the Svasttka and a cross shaped VedI 
or Kitnda which are well known to every Hmdu, as shown on 
PI 'YY'Y Nos 602, 612, 513, and 628 after over 6 000 years

In other uonls it is rccapltUlateil that some 
prescntahiy tradition may be iiiuraaginably ancient, as has 
been proTcd b> the discovery of the biva plaque at Mohenjodaro. 
There should be no wonder if some of the sjnnbols on the puiicU- 
markctl coins should prove to bo prc-historic in origin. And 
uhen they aro described in the Nrisimhatapan! Upamshnt and 
other later books by Rjiecial names, it is possible that tho-,e 
names arc ancient, for example tbo word Shap-ara-cuakra 
( ) , at the same time it is also hkcl> that those 
names and mratic nieamngs wero given to them later But ui 
the absence of other earher data, no are bound to take note of 
the technical names to bo found in these Inter works, as both the 
above-mentioned facta cannot bo easily ignored, 

The author has attempted to dosenbo m this thesis what 
ho found about tho similarity of coin simibola to the pictogmphs 
of tho Jlohenjodaro seals as well as about the similarity of 
JIudrils,* the mysterious symbols described m the books of the 
medieval period wluch J drawn on paper resemble n largo 
number of s^inbols seen on tho early corns, and aUo pomted out 
the combmatiou of such symbols, wluch he has collected and 
copied directly from the corns as illustrated on Pis XXII 
XXin, xxr\', XXV, XXM. and XXMI 

The symbols shown in Figs 1 to H on PI XXII, and 
Figs 202 and 203 on PI XXIY, are all ibfferent variations 
of the one and the same symbol formed b\ n. small curve, a 
crescent put over a dot joined together It is one of the most 
conspicuoush common figures found on the obverse and reverse 
sides of tho early corns, and only on tho reverse of the middle 
and later period corns and is also seen as a component part of 
other complex symbols most commonl% found on tho obverse 
of the later period coins Tlieobald (Figs 107, 128, 135, and 
ISS) in lus article recognueil it as a Tauruie symbol of the 
zodiacal sign of Taurus, he further described it from the Indian

PERiOD Coins and Symbol groups, theib Approx 
niATE Period and Intrinsic Valvi; 

From the studv of a large number of silver punch marked 
corns it IS found that the largest number of coins are such as 
are found distnbnte<l throughout the countrv, and have been 
obtamed ba the author from 13 different places from the N "U 
frontier to Behar and from the Punjab to Slalwa the Central 
Provinces to the Deccan All these corns are of 32 Ratti 
standard freight, the Panas or Dearana'^ with an aggregate 
average weight of about 52 grims The% all bear a group 
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of 5 symbols on tho obverse bide, but on the reverse from 1 to 4, 
and in a few cases G or 7 symbols, tlio major number of them 
aro rectangular and square, roughly cut out from flat bars, 
with one to four comers cut, sliouiiig the process adopted m 
regulating their n eights bj* clipping their corners before piinohuig 
But the Toimd and clUptically shaj^icd coins bearing the same 
group of sjTnbols are comparativ'ely much less and they are 
never seen cut or clipped on any side, indicating that either they 
were flattened round from correctly weighed pellets, or were 
out from round rods in slices and regulated m weight before 
flattening round or elliptical. Naturally those which are smaller 
in size, sometimes less than J of an mch are thicker They 
generally bear finely ovecuted symbols of geometrical pre 
cision of a complex design These coins arc further divided 
into two tj’pes witli regard to their shapes and designs of sj^nboIs 
Coins which have been rccogmzcd as of the JIaurjau period 
containing the figure of a three arched hill witli a crescent 
(Fig. 43, PI SXVI) accompanied by a Chakra composed of 
3 arrows, 3 JI’s, and a central circle vTith a big dot (Fig 28, 
PI, SXVl) hare been tentatively designated of Inter penod by 
the author (tide Pis XVII to XXI). Over and above these 
coins there are other coins found miveil with those described 
above, are a little broader ami do not show very finely executed 
symbols, are m majority of a round form, not geometrically 
circular, with a few exceptions, and some of the symbols found 
on such corns ace also foimd on those of the Maurjan period 
showmg a connection with them Such couis are also obtamed 
from a large number of places distant apart , these corns have 
been tentatively designated as the coins of the middle period 
They are illustrated on Pis IX to XVI The Golakhpur 
hoard which has been verj f«dly ilcscribcd bj Ilr tValsh (see 
Pis. IV and V of tins thesis) bears a particular ajmbol of a 
sii. pomted Chakra (Fig 2 of PI XXVI) on all the coins , it 
resembles the sj’mbol found on a small square, opaque greenish 
vitreous seal found out of the rubbish excavated from the infilUng 
between the uootlen pahssdes, described by ilegastbenese as 
the wooden citj walls of Patalipwtra, excavated by Dr Spooner 
at Buladib-igli of Patna * This symbol is a key to ascertam 
the period of the Oolakhptir coias This fact was first noted 
by Jlr Walsh and he concluded that tho corns are earlier than 
CHAJiDRAOtTPTA JIaorya Taking mto consideration the other 
established facts, the AjStaSatru of the Sai^unaga ihoinsty of 
the 6th centurs B c built a fortress at the village of Patau to 
protect his kingdom against the confeilerac^ of Vnjis, Licliliavis, 
and Vidchas , and also the Udaytv (the Utla^nn Bhadda of the 
Biuldliist literature) fmmdeil a new citv of KvsmtAruRA on 
the southern bank of tho Ganges (Gasoa) which was afterwards 
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cilled Patahpulra It is not incorrect to tlimk that the nooden 
Trails, or palisades Trere erected either ba Ajatasatru or Udaain 
who founded the near cit\ It becomes evident from the aboa e 
facts that the said antreous seal bearing' the particular saanbol aa as 
of the Sai^imikft period or eaen earlier* Sir J Marshall also 
was of opmiou that the infilhng: between the paUsade^ mav 
have been made m part from older rubbish heaps 

If seals found at Ur and other cities coadd help to limit the 
period of the seals foiuid from the excavations of Afohenjo 
daro between 3000 to 3o00 B c wh\ could tins sealnot betaken 
into account m the same waj to limit the period of the Golakhpur 
coins wluch are all punched with the similar samibol as is seen on 
the seal ’> The author tlunks that it would not be wrong to saa 
that Golakhpur coins are of the Saisiiiiaka period Of course it 
would not be possible in these circumstances to attribute the 
corns to ana particular kmg Bimbi-var Ajata‘5atni TJdaam or 
some other of the dynasty 

Mow coinmg to the description of tbcmiddlepenod coins it 
will be clear from the samliol group illustrations of PI I\ 2nd 
Figs 'that there are ten other coin* arhich bear similar sj-mbol 
{Chaim) and it would be no wonder if tboe coins are of the later 
Sairtimaga I mgs as the\ are a little more ada nneed m execution 
and of a smalier <hmension m comparison anth the Golakhpur 
hoard 

According to Pucamc chronologa of daaiastie» which are 
now recognized ba a majority of scholars there aaas the famous 
djuastv of BRtHADaRa.THAS* which exiated before the great War 
of Mahabharata and the loth Ling of the damasty named 
SAHADEaA was killed in the great war after whom 27 other 
deacendanta ruled m the Magadha till about 727 b c (Mr K P 
Jaaaswal JBORS \ol I I12ff V 30) After this 
dvnastv came the Saisimagas from about 727 B c to rule over 
Magadha of which 10 kiiw's reigneal for 366 a ears and the last 
long was followed bi the 'Sara Mandas at about 361 bc 
which dvnastv ruled till 326 u c to giae place to the well known 
Maxteva Cm«.DBAGTrPT4 who was a contemporarv of Alexander 
the Great If the chronolog\ described is correct and there is 
no reason to thmk otherwise it seems rather hard to think 
that these dvnasties could hive exercised their power so lon^ 
over vast temtorie'! witboait ana coinage svstem of 
their o%vn The ^Yeatem savants like Sir k Cmmiiigham 
and others haae established tlirough numismatic evidence 
that Indians had a comage of their own in the shape 
of punch marked corns which was prevalent m the

the reverse they arc punched with from one to fourteen pvmboK 
of crude but simple form sometimes leaving no blank space 
on the face of the com TJie obverse sjanbols are found to 
form di£erent groups of a svstcmatic arrangement as will be 
evident from the illustrations an indication of their eiolied 
stage and not the primitive condition The^ are all made of 
a homogeneously alloyed siher containing oaer 78 per cent of 
■ulver and 22 per cent of copper with considerable amount of 
lead iron and other impurities The proportion of ingreihents 
vary in different types of earlv coins The other 25 earh corns 
which were obtained from the vicimtv of Cawnpore illustrated 
on PI are not so big but all their comers are rounded off on 
accoimt of verj early age thev are also punched with onlv 
4 crude svmbols Xone exceetls 43 gram in weight contnuung 
75 per cent of silver The smaller earh Artiha Panas do not 
show any grouping arrangement of avmbob on the obverse

alios etl silver, the percentage of siher STines from hO to 72 
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m different coins The Infer or Maurjnn period coins have 
still more finelj c’ceented Bjmbols of geometrical precision, 
punched 5 on all the coins The allojed silver of wiuch they 
are made *b1iow 8 a percentage of 79 to 68 5 of pure silver, and 
copper from 20 to 25 per cent with base metals bhe lead, iron, 
tm and galena 

It IS found also that the later coins carrj some of the symbols 
nluch appear on the coins which existed prior to them and on 
tins basis the author has arranged the coin groups in the 
illustrations A careful studj of illustrations would show many 
well defined connecting links between the different group arrange 
ments It wall also bo noticed that some of the coins have 
been obtained from as mnn> as 12 different places situated far 
apart for example com No 128 PI XN another com No 105, 
PI XX was obtained from 9 (hfferent cities , a third com No 106, 
PI XVIII was secured from 8 distant places There are only 
two possible explanations of tins fact (1) either the com belongs 
to a king whose empire comprised tho whole of India 
even beyond the N W Frontiers or (2) lus corns were so vastly 
distributed through tho country that thoj arc foimd up to tlus 
clay after 2 200 or 2 300 years Whatever be tlie exact cause, 
it undoubtedlj show s its rccogmtion as a currency ui the whole 
Indian empire of tho period the author leave* these facts for 
the reader to consider and judge

The dates that have so far been found on the coins of 
Mubarak Shah range successively from 760 to 770 with the

Shah whose corns are dated m 774 and 779 but no com of the 
mtermediate period has ever come to light The epigraphical 
records of the South reveal that the Hin du kmgdom of Vijaya 
nagar was at that time rapidly growmg m power and had over 
shadowed tho "Mushm nde m Madura ’ In an inscription ® 
of 1371 it IS recorded that Goppana the General of Bukka I 
the 3rd kmg of the first Vijajanagar dynasty defeated the 
Turushkas , i e the AfusUni army and it is probable that the 
final extmction of Muslim power in Aladura was effected by this 
kmg and most likely m the year 779 (ssa j> 1377) which is the 
latest date found on tho com of Sikandar Shl^h 

In oonclusion I woidd like to pomt out the gaps etill 
existing m the clironology of the Muslim Sultans of Madura 
>12 from 742 to 744 746 to 756 768 to 759 771 to 773 and 
776 to 778 It IS probable that the state of contmuous warfare

On. the 23rd of February, 1914 and on the days following, 
a collection of 132 Danish coins of Tranquebar was sold at 
Amsterdam under the direction of Sir Schulman, a well laiowii 
numismatist and dealer m corns ^ This collection was part of 
the whole collection of Henrj’ Thomas Grogan of London The 
catalogue of the whole collection, pubhshed by 3Ir Schulman, 
13 the onh catalogue descnbmg Danish Corns Forty-seTcn 
specimens of these coins are reproduced m plates I and H at 
the end of the catalogue 

In 1616 the DansL Ostindisl Compagni (Dimsh East India 
Companj ) was formed at Copenliagcn under the protection of 
Kmg Cliristian IV The Danish mercliants settled at Tranquebar 
— a small territory on the eastern coast granted to them by 
Raghunatha Xayak of Tnnjore, m 1620 In the following 
jear the Daiuah Castle, the Dansborg, was bemg built The 
first companv ^ as dissolved m 1729 and m 1732 during the reign 
of Christian a new companj was formed called the Dansl 
A$iaUsl. Compagni (Danish Asiatic Companj) that lasted till 
1830 In 1S45, the Danish possessions m Lidia were sold to 
England for 2 milhon kroner 

Durmg a short visit I paid to Tranquebar during the month 
of April, 1033, I tried to collect some Damsh Corns, but I was 
not very successful Jlr Jlalaijierumal Chettiar showed me a 
few corns ho had collected and gave mo three duphcate<« But an 
old Cathohe of Tranquebar Jlr G Thambusamj Pdlai, offered 
himself to search for old corns and soon after he wrote to me 
that he had traced a representative collection, the oumer of 
which was readi to sell it Fmallv this collection was acqiured 
for the com cabmet of the Indnn Historical Research Institute 
durmg the month of October last It consists of 34 coins 
These corns along wath the three coins presented by ilr Chettiar 
and another one esistmg m our collection for some time make 
38 corns In this collection nil the Damsh I^gs of the period 
1629-1845 are represented 

The Danes hke to adorn their coins with monograms All- 
tho Damsh Coins of Tranquebar bear at least one monogram, 
sometimes two Occasionallj' the Kang’s monogram is doubled 
Some of the contmental coins of Frederick I^I (1900-1912)

The silver coins were first called fano, from the Tamil 
word fanam a small South Indian com (In the tune of Frederick 
1\ and Christian VI for instance ) Later on m the tune of 
hredenck V these were called Soifahner and finally Jfoj/aUn 
But m the tune of Frederick VI the word /ano aiipears again 

The copper and lead coins were called Aus for cash The 
first coins strucl at Tranquebar were of lead In 1067 the first 
copper coins were mmted at Tranquebar They were double 
Kaa couis 
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The Trantiuehar silver coins were eqtiivalent to 1/8 of the 
ordinary Sicca nepia or to 80 Kos of copper.

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In 1902, Dr. G P Taj lor, the \eteran Xwmismatist, 'nho 
may he called the original authority on the coins of Gujarat 
wrote an e-diauative article on the subject In that article 
Dr. Taylor has described five mint to^nis of the Gujarat Sultans , 
the fifth one was read bj Mr. H. X Wright as Ivhanpur 
Although various scholars have %vntten about the Coins of 
Gujarat Sultana, during the intervening thirty one years, no 
new mint towns have been noticed It is therefore permissible 
to mvito attention to three new mints which have been noticed 
by me whole preparing the Catalogue of Corns of Gujarat These 
are: — (1) Dib (Diu m Kathiawad), (2) Burhanpur, which 
read as Kh5,npur, and (3) Paulatabad (Barotla) 

Nou I will take up each mint, one after the other, and 
describe all those corns nhich bear the names 

(1) DIb, Div or Dm derived its name from the Sanskrit 
word dupa an island, and m former times was a celebrated 
holdmg of the Chavada Rajputs The total area of the wliole 
island IS about tMentj*five square miles and there are eleven 
or twelve small vilkgcs, besides the town and the fort of Div. 
This island is said to have been the seat of the Ch&vad& Rajputs 
m the 8tb.

Tho monetary Lssiies of Iho DiirrSiii rulem of Afghanistan 
are modelled on tho onrrenoi' of their predecessors, tho Safavis 
of Persia and their contemporaries, tho Timurides of Delhi. 
In design, style, and oxcention, in effectivQ and artistic arrange 
meut of tho legends, in standard of ncight and purity of metal, 
they are, as a ndo, equal to the inlntnge.s of tho ‘ Great Jfoguls * 
wluch have been sought after and studied with such ardour and 
enthu-siasm during tho last half century. Ahmad Shah’s grand* 
son Zamiln was, Ulvo Muhammad Tughlaq, a ‘ great monejer’, 
and struck couls with a variety and profusion which 'noiikl ho 
inoxphcahle, if it wore not remeinliercd that tlio short-lived 
opulence and prosperity of the AhdSh dominion was founded 
upon the sjiohation and piUago, the blood and tears of Hindustan 
The double rupees of that ruler, the Bahawalpur issues of JfahmQd 
and also of his rival Shuj'iV, the double MuKrs struck at Kashmir 
in the name of the provincial saint, NQruddm, are all coins of 
arresting beauty and wortlij of tho palmy days when Mughal 
artistrj was at its zenith It is therefore a matter of surprise 
and regret that tbe‘io mintages hare no^eceived anythmg hke 
tho study and attention they deserve. Tne firat serious attempt 
to describe them was made m 1885 by Mr Rodgers who con- 
fined lumself to tlie issues of the founder of the dynasty. Tij

at this time anxious to secure the support of tho Shi'a popula 
tions on his border and that be styled himself the Second 
Hasan with a -new to appeal to their rcbgious feelmgs and 
propossessioi^ But this conjecture rests on a supposition or 
assumption winch is more or less problematical The love and 
admiration the fanatical devotion and veneration of these

The assumption of such a title bi a Sunm like Mahmud
